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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and

in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1- 
27 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an airborne imaging system 
comprising an air channel connecting an air inlet to a power unit disposed within a 
blister housing; a command/control system disposed within a payload area operably 
powered by the power unit; and a payload ejection system operably coupled to the 
command center for releasing an assessment system from the payload area; said 
assessment system including an imaging system, a transmitter and a parachute. 

The closest prior art (Downes, Robert Jones EP 0 466 499) discloses a similar 
airborne imaging system. However, Downes fails to particularly teach or suggest "an 

air channel connecting an air inlet to a power unit disposed within a blister housing; a 
command/control system disposed within a payload area operably powered by the power unit; 
and a payload ejection system operably coupled to the command center for releasing an 
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assessment system from the payload area; said assessment system including an imaging system, 
a transmitter and a parachute, " as claimed.
